VIOLET COLORS. 


Colors produced through the instrumentality 
of fast dyeing pigments, asa general thing, can- 
not vie in point of liveliness and purity with 
those less fast. This drawback becomes even 
more evident whenever there are composite col- 
ors. Of the pigment dyeing violet direct, 
methy] violet is productive of the most brilliant 
colors, but they are deficient in durability ; hence 
violet aniline colors are successfully used for the 
purpose of enlivening fast pigments.

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Felt Cleaning Apparatus for Paper 
Machines. 





The drawing illustrates an improvement in 
felt cleaning apparatus for paper making ma- 
chines, showing a vertical longitudinal section of 
such moving parts as pertain to the first or wet 
felt. The improvement is applicable to the sec- 
ond felt as well. A is the top 
roll, and B the bottom roll, of 
the first press, and the contin- 
uous line of fine dots represents 
the first or wet felt. These 
parts are as usually construct- a“ 
ed. Upon the back of the bot- 
tom press-roll, B, is an arrest- 
ing and conveying ductor, D, 
to arrest and convey away the 
water and other matter ex- 
pressed by the two press rolls 
and B as the soft and wet ° . 
web is carried between them. 
The ductor D consists of a jour- 
naled trough arranged to re- 
ceive the liquid and other mat- 
ters arrested by the rubber I, which bears 
against the bottom press roll, B, and discharges 
them at the pipe J, whence such portions as are 
to be reused may be led away as desired, and 
the other portions led to waste drains. The 
liquid matters, &c., are by this arrangement pre- 
vented from falling upon and fouling the lower 
or returning side of the felt. 

The rubber I may be of any character adapted 
to arrest the back flow of the expressed matter 
and deliver the same into the conducting trough 
D; but in practice the best results are attained 
by the use of a rubber shaped substantially 
as shown, and having a taut apron, M, of 
woven fabric, like felting or old couch jacket, 
bearing tangentially upon the roll at a point 
below the edge of the rubber I. This allows the 
fabric apron M to find an elastic bearing against 
the roll. The felt is washed continuously while the 
machine is in use by means of jet pipes E and F. 
The pipe F discharges its water, hot or cold, 
against and through the felt, and thus urges the 
contained deposits to the bottom side of the felt. 
The jets E, brushing the felt, remove the 
loosened deposits and leave the felt clean. 
After being thus washed the felt is pressed 
dry, or sufficiently so, between the bottom 
press roll, B, and the wringing roll C, which 
bears against the roll B and is driven by 
frictional contact with it, the felt of course 
intervening. 

Any suitable means for regulating the press- 
ure may be employed to press the wringing roll 
C upward. By thus placing the wringing roll C 
under the press roll B, the latter is caused to do 
double duty as bottom press roll and top wring- 
ing roll. The roll B may be relieved of its du- 
ties as a wringing roll by placing a pair of 
wrjnging rolls at any proper point and running 
the cleansed felt between them. Such a pair of 
rolls would need to be revolved at proper speed 
by power, and therefore it is preferred to utilize 
the roll B as one of the wringing rolls. The 
apron M of the ductor arrests any liquid which 
might tend to be carried upward by the roll B. 

Instead of the brushing jets E, a trough of 
cleansing water may be placed under the roll G 
to remove the matters from the felt. In such 
case the roll G must, by the addition of other 
felt-supporting rolls in an obvious manner, be 
caused to revolve with some part of its surface 
below the surface of the water in such cleansing 
trough. The felt is to be supported when neces- 
sary, and its direction altered when necessary, 
by means of idle rolls N, as is common in this 
class of machinery. 

The water or liquid used in the washing of the 
felt may be such as circumstances or practice 
suggests. Practice will also suggest the amount 
and pressure of water required, The apparatus 
has been in successful practical use, and it is 
found that by its aid felts can be run continu- 
ously for months and be always clean and in 


nice condition. 


The claims cover: 1. The combination, with 
the bottom press roll, of a ductor arranged to 





bear against the back of the roll and adapted to 
arrest and convey away clear of the felt such 
matters as may be expressed from the paper 
and felt pressed between the bottom and top 
press rolls. 2. In an arresting and conveying 
ductor, the combination, with a receiving trough 
having an outlet, of a rubber and a taut fabric 
apron. 3. The combination, with a jetted water 
pipe arranged and adapted to force contained 
deposits through the felt, of a pair of wringing 
rolls adapted to express the cleansing water 
from the felt. 4. The combination, with a 
pair of wringing rolls and a jetted water pipe 
adapted to force contained deposits through the 
felt, of a jetted water pipe arranged so that its 
jets may brush the outer surface of the felt 5. 
The combination, with felt washing jets, of a 
wringing roll arranged beneath and adapted to 
be driven by the bottom press roll. (231,759.)

in purifying alum and aluminous solutions 
from iron by means of ferro-cyanides, a failure 
to make a commercial success has always re- 
sulted from the following causes: First, as no 
cheap method was known of separating the great 
bulk of the iron salt first, a very large amount of 
the expensive ferro-cyanide salt was necessary ; 
second, the potash of the ferro-cyanide of potas- 
sium—the salt usually employed—remained be- 
hind in the solution, and was, for the purposes 
of mordanting, practically wasted; third, no 
matter how long a time was left for the result- 
ing Prussian blue to settle, a notable quantity 
still remained in the solution, coloring tke re- 
sulting sulphate of alumina or alum a deep blue, 
fatal to its employment in most 
of the processes for which 

alum or alum cake is used. 

A new invention is a process 
of purifying alum or aluminous 
solutions wherein a ferro-cyan- 
ide is used to precipitate the 
iron after it has been largely 
purified, or while it is being 
purified by an arsenic process.

with oils, copal varnish, or other gums for vari- 
ous purposes. The process consists in first dry- 
ing the pulp of rags, jute, straw or other vege- 
table fibre which has been pulped wet, and then 
grinding or pulverizing it, when dry, to a fine 
powder. It consists, further, in the new article 
of manufacture produced by this, namely, a dry 
powdered cellulose of rag pulp or other vegeta- 
ble wet pulped paper stock. 

Any paper stock, such as rags, cotton, hemp, 
jute, straw, grass, or other similar or equivalent 
fibrous material, is taken and reduced to a pulp 
by any of the well known processes in common 
use for reducing such fibres to pulp for the man- 
ufacture of paper. Then the pulp is dried upon 
racks or wire cloth in the open air or a heated 
room; or it is preferably placed upon an apron 
and passed slowly through a long kiln heated by 
steam pipes or furnaces, or otherwise, whereby 
the drying is more rapidly effected. The pulp 
thus made thoroughly dry is then placed ina 
hopper and fed into a burr stone mill, or other 
mill that will grind it into a fine powder, and it 
is there so ground. The dry ground cellulose 
thus formed may be used as an ingredient in 
different compositions for various purposes, 

For paints this dry powdered cellulose is mixed 
with linseed or other suitable oils, or with kero- 
sene or other petroleum oils, with clay or slaked 
lime, in such proportions as to form a compound 
of a proper consistency to be applied with a 
brush. 

For making a waterproof paint take twenty 
parts of the powdered cellulose, twenty parts of 
asbestos or mineral clay, and three parts glyc- 
erine to about two gallons of silicate of soda and 
one quart of sulphuric acid, all thoroughly 
mixed and incorporated together until the whole 
becomes a soft and pliable compound suitable for 
coating wood, paper, cloth, or leather to be used 
for various purposes. 

For making a coating to apply to cloth or 
paper to resemble leather, take a solution of 
gutta percha, caoutchouc, or india rubber, or 
copal mixed with soluble glass and glycerine 
and gum arabic, and mix with a sufficent quan- 
tity of the dry ground cellulose and china clay 
to form a plastic composition. This composition 
is spread evenly upon and pressed firmly to the 
cloth or paper, dried, and embossed to imitate 
leather. Suitable pigments may be added to the 
composition to give it color. For making an 
elastic fibrous plastic composition to apply to 
canvas to form floor cloth, take two parts of 
this powdered cellulose and one part of mineral 
paint and mix the same with a sufficient quan- 
tity of copal varnish and glycerine to form a 
composition of about the consistency of ordinary 
mortar. This composition, which may 
colored by the addition of any suitable pigment, 
is applied to one or both sides of the canvas or 
burlaps. 

What is claimed as the invention is: 1. The

smal] amount of iron sulphate and arsenious acid 
a solution of ferro-cyanide of calcium is added 
exactly in sufficient quantity to precipitate the 
whole of the iron. The mixture is allowed to 
stand at rest for two or three days, when the 
blue precipitate settles perfectly down, leaving 
a clear bright-blue solution, The arsenic process 
is completed by precipitating the arsenic with a 
sulphide, preferably sulphureted hydrogen. The 
arsenic, precipitating, carries the blue color 
down with it, and frequently no other precipi- 
tant is required. When, however, there is not 
sufficient arsenic in the solution to form a pre- 
cipitate, and in cases where arsenic is not em- 
ployed, a small quantity, a little at a time, of 
sulphate of copper or sulphate of zinc is added. 
These have no chemical action on the ferro- 
cyanide of iron, as iron will actually take ferro- 
cyanic acid from copper when finely suspended 
ferro-cyanide of copper is shaken up in a liquid 
containing soluble salts of iron. Yet the action 
of sulphate of copper is equally effective when 
there is free soluble iron inthe liquid. The mixt- 
ure is boiled well with steam and allowed to de- 
posit the insoluble matter, and then the clear 
solution is drawn off. Thus the ferro-cyanide of 
calcium required for the precipitation of iron, 
as described, is again obtained. 

The action of sulphide of arsenic, and still 
more that of the sulphate of copper or zinc, on 
the ferro-cyanide of iron is mechanical rather 
than chemical. In the one case the sulphide of 
arsenic in precipitating envelops the particles of 
ferro-cyanide of iron and carries them down; 
in the other the sulphate of copper appears to 


cause a molecular change in the ferro-cyanide. | 


This action is not confined to sulphate of copper 
and sulphate of zinc. Other salts will do it 
to some extent; but the other soluble salts of 


copper and zinc are undesirable adulterations to |

Boiler Setting. 
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VI.—GraTe Bars. 

It is important that the grate of a boiler shall 
have proper dimensions, construction and posi- 
tion, in order to give regular and thorough com- 
bustion of fuel, high duty, regular steaming, 
and prolong the life of the boiler, while lasting 
well itself and giving little trouble to the fireman 
and handling various classes of fuel—of course, 
within a certain range. 

As regards the quantity of grate surface, 
Watts’ rule was one square foot per harse-power, 
or per cubic foot of water evaporated per hour. 

But the grate required depends on the kind 
of water and fuel, the details of boiler and set- 
ting, and whether the draft be natural or forced. 

Watts’ allowance may be reduced to *{ square 
foot for good and 44 square foot for best coal. 

The square feet requisite for the various types 
of boilers may be found by dividing the num- 
ber of pounds of water to be evaporated per 
hour (from and at 212°) by the following num- 
bers:

It is best tomake the grate surface somewhat 
excessive, so as to allow for poor coal and slow 
draft, and to reduce it sufficiently by brick work 
along each side wall. 

The annexed table, from Barr, shows the width 
and length of grates and the area in square feet, 
as usually supplied tubular and flue boilers; also 
the amount of coal required per hour when 
burned at the rate of 12, 14, 16, 18, 20 pounds per 
square foot of grate per hour.

| In vertical tubular boilers there is not the 
same room for variation in grate area to suit 
the fuel as in horizontal; but the fuel must be 
chosen to suit the grate. Anthracite nut coal 
or crushed coke is generally best. Bituminous 
needs slow burning, and stoking in small pieces. 

To facilitate firing, the grate is usually set 
somewhat lower at the rear end. The mean 
distance with external firing should be about 30 
inches when bituminous coal] is used, 20 to 24 for 
semi-bituminous, and 18 for hard anthracite 

The bars should get their strength from depth 
rather than width; and the problem in making 
them is to get as much air space as possible 
without letting the fuel through, and at the 
same time to render as light as possible the ardu- 
ous labor of slicing.

The South Holyoke Falls, just over the river, 
do not get rid of the smallpox. Two families 
have been discovered where the children have 
had the disease and recovered without the 
knowledge of the authorities, the parents work- 
ing in the mills allthrough it. Of course many 
people have been exposed, and it is a wonder 
that there is not a more general outbreak of the 
disease. But over 1,700 persons in the village 
have been vaccinated this winter, and this, with 
the fact thatthere have been so few fatal cases, 
has done away with most of the old-time dread. 
But South Hadley Falls should rebuild the pest- 
house which was recently burned, for Holyoke 
rather objects to having all their cases sent over 
here. Any town which contains paper mills 
ought to have some place within its borders to 
which to send such diseases. 

The National Blank Book Company, of New 
York, which will give up its factory there on 
May 1, has begun removing its machinery to 
this city; the Water Power Company is now 
putting the main shafting into the big mill 
which the New York concern is to occupy, and 
the wheels of the new industry will soon be run- 
ning.

The agent of the Crocker Filter Company is 
showing here a new filter which the company 
has just made especially for paper makers’ use. 
The object in making it was to produce a filter 
that would give plenty of water under a low 
pressure, and at the same time cleanse it per- 
fectly. The tanks in the paper mills are so 
placed that the water has head enough to give 
only from two to four pounds’ pressure, and | 
even at ten pounds the filter on trial before 
would give but 57 gallons a minute, whereas the 
new one gives 344 gallons. The latter also at 
four pounds gives 180, and at two pounds, 106. 

The brick yards are beginning to show life, a 
sign of spring of much more importance to this 
practical city than the singing of birds or the 
appearance of green grass. The new enter- 
prises just starting here make an urgent call for 
tenements, and there will be more building this 
season than ever before.

Paper Stock Denaeielin on . Shipboard. 


Judge E. L. Fancher, official arbitrator of the 
Chamber of Commerce, a few days ago rendered 
a decision in the claims of Cohn, Lazarus & Co., 
against the bark Nordkyn and owners, Funch, 
Edye & Co. of this city agents. It appeared by 
the testimony that in June, 1880, the bark 
Nordkyn, Captain N. Simonson, arrived at the 
port of New York from Dantzic, Germany, 
whence she set sail on April 21 previous. Her 
cargo, according to the protest of the captain, 
consisted of old iron, empty barrels and bales of 
rags. A quantity of railroad rails were stowed 
in the hold of the vessel, 180 bales of linen rags 
stowed over them, and on the rags 164 tons of 
old scrap iron were stowed. The claim of the 
plaintiffs is, that when the 180’bales of rags were 
discharged at the port of delivery only 36 bales 
were landed in good condition and the remainder 
were found to be in a damaged state. The 
plaintiffs, as consignees, had sold the rags ‘‘to 
arrive,” but the purchasers rejected them on the 
dock as unmerchantable. An unsuccessful at- 
tempt at friendly appraisement of the loss hav- 
ing been made, plaintiffs then notified Funch, 
Edye & Co. that they were given orders to sell 
the 144 bales appraised as damaged, at auction, 
and that the plaintiffs would hold the ship liable 
for damages to the extent of the loss. Judge 
Fancher says: ‘From the evidence, it is de- 
ducible that the rags were damaged on the voy- 
age byiron rust from the scrap iron, and that 
the damage was increased by sea water. For 
such damage the law makes the carrier liable. 
The goods were unquestionably in a damaged 
condition wheu the vessel arrived, and there is 
no suggestion or testimony that they were in 
that condition when delivered on board the 
vessel. The bill of lading states they were then 
‘sound and well conditioned.’ The measure of 
the carrier’s liability, when goods have been 
injured while in his custody, is the amount of 
the actual damage to them. He is not further 














the only method of ascertaining the damage. It 
is true the plaintiffs gave notice to the agents of 
the ship when the sale would take place; but 
that does not imply they assented to such dispo- 
sition of the goods. The plaintiffs might sell in 
such manner as they desired, but they were 
bound to sell the goods at their market value at 
private sale if possible, if thereby the amount of 
damage was to be ascertained, for the rule of 
damage comprehends the difference in value 
between the sound and damaged condition of 
the goods.” Award for the plaintiffs accordingly | 
in the sum of $3,491,68.

nearly every person that has had experience 
with the pump will say the same thing. An- 
other great fault in the pump is that, if the ma- 
chine is shut down fora few minutes and the 
stuff pump belt taken off, when the belt is put on 
again and the machine started up the pump, 
from whatever cause, will not throw the same 
amount of pulp that it threw before stopping. 
The paper will either be heavier or lighter, and 
yet the machine may be running at the same 
speed. A good deal of difference of opinion 
seems to exist as to the rate of speed the pump 
should be run at. For my own part I would say 
that it makes quite enough racket running at 
thirty-two strokes per minute, and in my opinion 
this is quite fast enough to run any sized pump. 
Whatever may be said in favor of the pump, I 
think it will be generally admitted that it has 
served its days and should be swapped off for
